Simple Lessons That Are Given to Our 
Soldiers Who Are Serving 
"Over There." 

A Y. M. C A. director said to me, 
hesitatingly, and in French as plonsly 
soft as a sensen tablet: "Won't you 
please help us with our French classes 
which we are having every night for 
the American soldiers In Paris? Men 
and women are teaching in these 
classes for nothing, and we want to de- 
velop the study of French. We want 
the soldiers to know something besides 
the bad part of France — the women 
who talk to them on the boulevards, 
but not for nothing." 

And so here I am. The room is a 
small one. Around an oval table are 
a dozen young gentlemen who, at first 
sight, appear to be engaged In a clan- 
destine poker game. At the head of 
the table Is a French professor In the 
uniform of an Interpreter, armed only 
with a conversation mannaL Under 
his direction the class chants In chorus 
aphorisms calculated to stir the Im- 
aginations of the eager young stu- 
dents, such as these: "Cette femme a 
dnq dolgts a so main gauche" (that 
woman has five fingers on her left j 
hand), and "II y a deux donzalnes de i 
plnmes sur cette table" (there are two 
dozen pens on the table). 

And then came mysterious and dis- 
tracting equations, triumphs of gram- 
matical metaphysics, such, for In- 
stance, as this: "Le cbjeval de mon 
oncle est aussl beau quo le jardln de 
votre grandmero" (my uncle's horse Is 
as beantlful as your grandmother's 
garden).

SPRUCED UP FOR OVERSEAS 



8pent Yeast Put to Many Usea 
The spent yeast which collects In 
breweries and distilleries Is put 
through a process which turns It out 
In the form of bnttona doorbell plates 
and knife handles. Formerly this 
left-over material was considered to 
be a bothersome waste ; now It Is util- 
ized, every bit of It As it Is gath- 
ered from the vats the yeast Is of a 
dirty, gray-brown color. The first op- 
eration is to dye It and then to work 
It over until It assumes the form of 
powder and can be hot pressed Into 
any worm. In this stage It Is called 
"ernollth." It may be saved, scraped, 
filed, drilled, engraved, turned to an 
edge and polished.— Popular Science 
Monthly. 



Hungry and Ill-Clad 8oldlers Well Fed 
and Made Splck-ond-8psn for 
the Voyage to Battle 
Front In France. 

Washington.— MaJ. George W. Faw- 
cett Is the camp quartermaster at an 
American embarkation camp. It Is bis 
first business to see that troops going 
overseas find comfortable, healthful 
temporary quarters, and have plenty of 
food. The camp is more than a rest 
resort for travelers. When It was 
established less than a year ago In- 
coming troops were warned that they 
mnst not rely on getting any of their 
overseas outfit here. This Is so com- 
pletely changed under Major Fawcett's 
administration that there is nothing 
an organization can possibly need 
which this camp will not supply nearly 
as fast as the men can be marched 
np to his warehouses to take the 
piles away. 

Major Fawcett has a ten-foot square 
office in an unpalnted shack. He sits 
at a little desk with two clerks, one be- 
hind him and the other at his side, 
telephone receiver is strapped over his 
head all the time. The officers requir- 
ing supplies for the present and fu- 
ture who come into this camp make 
mistakes, big and little, but not one 
of them has ever got anything worse 
than an nmnsed or an astonished grin 
from the camp quartermaster. "It is 
easier and quicker to give a man what 
you know he wants." the major' says, 
"than to waste your time, his, and the 
government's, by quarreling with him 
because he has not put his needs In 
proper shape." 

Makes It Easy for Them. 

Army regulations require particular 
printed formulas for requisitions, pre- 
pared with scrupnlous attention to 
small details. Major Fawcett has 
taught his men to accept any scribbled 
memorandum on the back of an envel- 
ope or a bit of wrapping paper, tell the 
applicant for supplies to come back 
In half an hour, nnd, then, when he re- 
turns, hand to him a perfectly arranged 
form of requisition, stating all his 
needs with military exactness, and at 
the same time directing him to aj.ore- 
house where his supply is apeady 
waiting. v . — ' 

The Interior traffic of«the ca^.xr 
increased until 100 big raototlrneia 
are tearing through the streesp from 
dawn until dark, and half of them 



•ork fnr Into the night. The more the 
camp speeds up the more troops Major 
Fawcett Invites the war department to 

>ud through the camp. The Ideal of 
seeing to It that no man crosses the 
.seas for service with clothing uod 
equipment which Is not new, or as good 
os aew, has just about been reached. 
Troops are detrained from the Interior 
In dusty, faded clothing, patched and 
pulled out of shnpe, aad go onto their 
ships in an Incredibly short time dress- 
ed up like a show window display. 

Ills lieutenants In charge of money 
disbursements, subsistence, construc- 
tion, transportation, and reclamation 
are at his door with brand-new com- 
plications every few minutes. Bewil- 
dered supply officers, who have come 
to the enmp without the slightest Idea 
of what Is expected of them (nod who 

•ould have resigned before coming hod 
they known) appear at his door look- 
ing scared ; they listen for a few min- 
utes to the general run of his tele- 
phone conversation, forget their score, 
answer his questions with a prompt- 
ness aad a deflolteness which seem to 
surprise the men themselves, and go 
ont with their heads up, smiling confi- 
dently, and accomplish changes and 
reflttlngs nnd substitutions such as 
they had never dreamed of. 

Work Well Divided. 

The work under Major Fawcett sub- 
divided Itself ntturally so that no dls- 
proportloaate burden falls on any one 
department, with one exception. For 
accounting purposes It Is absolutely 
necessary that one man should have 
charge of what. In quartermaster lan- 
guage, Is called "property." He mnst 
sign ever? Invoice and assume respon- 
sibility for It financially. This job 
nnder Major Fawcett Is that of Capt. 
C. E. Thrall. Q. M. It. C. Captain 
Thrall has counted It a big night when 
he has had more than four hours' sleep 
slace the war started 

Captain Thrall has never 



cnngiit rattled, ne swenrs now nnd 
then, but laughs at himself when he 
swears and he never lets anybody else 
get rnttled. Cnptnln Thrall Is a much 
more tired looklag mon than he wns a 
year ago— but like his chief he hns 
found thnt the best wny to keep men 
moving Is to meet Ignorance nnd stu- 
pidity nllke with a friendly grin and 
straighten them out as they go along. 

Mnjor Fawcett left the regular army 
17 years ago aod was for many years 
purchaslag agent for the Philippine 
constabulary. Captain Thrall came 
from the ranks of the regular army.

Washington. — To the 100 girls from 
America now dolag service as military 
telephone operators In France, 150 
in training schools here may soon 
HJ^<Wed, leaving a reserve force of 
•*^inore oh file out of atiout 8,000 ap- 
plications. 

The telephone is referred to ns the 
"aerves of the army," aad the young 
women who have been accepted for 
this work hove uadergone tests ns se- 
vere as those to which a soldier at the 
front is subjected. 

The telephone exchanges often are 
only a short distance behind the 
trenches, and the operator must pos- 
sess both courage and calmness under 
daagerous circumstances. 

"These girls," said Capt. E. J. Wes- 
son, who recruited the unit, are going 
to astouod the people over there by 
their efficiency. In Parts It takes from 
40 to 60 seconds to complete one coll. 
Our girls are equipped to handle 300 
calls ao hour." 

Other reports that hove reached the 
war department from France show 
that the American hello girl Is making 
good rapidly In a task os difficult as Is 
to be found back of the front line 
trenches. 

The first group of operators entered 
training school here on Jnnunry 12 
for Instruction In ndvonced telephony.

Great strides have been made In our 
cxmutry In weaving nnd coloring rante- 
rlul*. since the war hus thrown us on 
our own resources. And among the 
novelties that demonstrate how suc- 
cessfully cotton has been turned Into 
lovely dress fabrics, there Is the new 
cotton foulard. It Is very light and 
supple, has a pretty sheen, and Is 
printed In the same smart and striking 
patterns as silk foulard. Two dresses 
are shown above, one of silk foulard 
and crepe georgette nnd the other of 
cotton foulard, figured and plain, with 
sleeves of georgette.

The sleeves are of georgette 
with cuffs of plain foulard and the 
plain goods serves for the little vest 
at the front and the short sash. A 
white organdie collar, finished at the 
ends with the smallest of pearl but- 
tons, is in hnrmony with the frock. 
The same tiny buttons are placed in a 
close-set row on the vest. 

So far as beauty Is concerned, one of 
these frocks Is as pretty as the other. 
The cotton frock is likely to outlnst 
its rival and costs less for the materials, 
so it is worth considering where econ- 
omy or patriotism urge one to save 
money.

VTtth the American Forces In France. 
— France knows that her prisoners In 
Germany are treated badly, but Ger- 
man prisoners are treated humanely 
and even generously In French pris- 
ons Just the same, writes Eton Martin 
tn the New York Herald. I asked 
an officer tn charge of a French prison 
camp why this Is, and he shrugged 
his shoulders and said merely: 
-Ahl- 

Unless one could see the gesture 
accompanying the monosyllable he 
would hardly know what meaning to 
attach to It. It really meant : 

-Oh. what's the use of being bru- 
tal to Individuals just because some 
one etae Is? We wish we could, but 
I we cant." 
) I have Inspected several prisons, 
I some large and some small, and in 
I every one I have found the Germans 
treated quite as well as dvll prisoners 
tn normal times and In many Instances) 
better. Officers are not humiliated In 
any way. In fact they receive better 
treatment, a stranger would think, 
than they are really entitled to. 
Prisoners Uve Happily. 
\ On a low Mil about 1.000 feet from 
a main road of France stands a prison 
—five low wooden buildings surround- 
ed by two barbed wire fences, with 
armed pickets always patrolling out- 
side. Here are 200 Germans, many of 
them prisoners taken In the early bat- 
tle of the Somme, but some taken 
more recently. They are all privates 
and constitute as happy a family as 
one could And where personal liberty 
Is the one thing desired and denied. 

The Germans stood afthelr barbed 
fences hours at a time and watched 
the endless line of soldiers. When It 
was the blue of France that was mov- 
ing past the Germans were not particu- 
larly Interested. They had seen that 
for years. They know France always 
has had an endless line of everything 
needed for war. Bat when they saw 
the khaki of America filing or rolling 
by for a whole day and then for an- 
other, and heard the maddy shuffle of 
feet through the night, there was a 
change in the dull expression of those 
German eyes. It was at this time that 
I went to the prison to learn what they 
thought of what they had seen. First 
It should be stated that these prisoners 
see little of recent developments In 
the war. They must form their opin- 
ions from ruch fragments of conversa- 
tion as they hear from their keepers 



nnd from what they see. as. for In- 
stance, front the long, long "no of 
Americans, the first they h»d se*n. 

Iu this particular prison the novc- 
comers had brought the news situation 
tip to early spring, but as for the big 
offensive tho prisoners knew only that 
there probably would be one. 

Americans Surprise Germans. 

When I asked If there was a German 
among the two hundred who could 
speak English, a good looking young 
man. with a typical Teutonic mustache, 
red cheeks, a glow of health, was call- 
ed out. He stepped Into my presence 
like an automaton, clicked his heels to- 
gether and sainted the French captain. 
Hs told me ho wns a private; that ho 
has a home in Lucerne, Switzerland; 
that he fought eight months, but was 
never wounded ; that he la In the whole- 
sale dry goods business In Berlin, and 
that he does business with John Wans- 
maker, Marshall Field and Stern 
Brothers. 

"What do yon think of all the Amort- 
cans yon have seen pasr'ng here recent- 
ly r I asked him. 

"I have seen many Americans," he 



■"•d. "I was surprised tlmt you haw 
*o many in France." 

Another primmer, leas prepossessing 

sppenronce tlmn the first, wns iisked 
nbont things In general. Ho sjwke 
English poorly. 

"I live In Berlin and work in a bank, 
but wns in tho wnr for two years.

Claimed Invention Could End War In 
Thirty Days and Allies Could March 
Unchallenged Into Berlin. 
Testa Prove Its Value. 

Rome. — The kaiser's dream of vic- 
tory and world supremacy may be 
blasted ont by "canned lightning," a 
terrible death engine Invented by an 
Italian scientist Dazzling swords of 
fire, more deadly than are highest ex- 
plosives, followed by annihilating ex- 
plosions, are capable of destroying en- 
emy trenches with one blinding flash, 
according to his claims. Mine sweep- 
ers equipped with this device conld 
fire mines thousands of yards distant. 
On the land, "canned lightning" could 
be used to form a most successful bar- 
rage and could wipe out the defei 
of German trenches with unerring cer- 
tainty. 

The scientist Is credited with hav- 
ing discovered a means of concentrat- 
ing and reflecting electric rays In such 
a manner as to produce the results de- 
scribed. It is reported that this In- 
ventor has proved to representatives 
of his government that electric cur- 
rent can be concentrated and directed 
In rays. 

Tests Held on Banks of Tiber. 

In descrihtng the results of these 
tests, held on the banks of the 
historic Tiber, F. H. Randall, writing 
In the niustrated World, says that the 
scientist was asked to burn through 
a three-Inch plank of hardwood. In 
an Instant, the writer says, the plonk 
was seared and broken as If It had 
been broken by lightning. 

Officials then asked the scientist to 
explode two bombs, one hidden along 
tho bank of the river and the other In 
the bed of the stream. Within ten 
mlnntes the bomh along Ihe bank ex- 
ploded. It required a much longer 
time to explode the other honib, but 
this, too, was finally accomplished. 
Tho enllro outfit used by the Inventor 
was placed on a single small bnrgc. 

An approximate lilen of Ilio power 
of the arcing electricity mny ho ob- 
tained by watching nn electric furnnce 
nt work. It will cut tho hardest slcol 
like putty.
